MODERN SPANISH INQUISITION. 
From the New Monthly Magazine. 

Some account remains to be given of the inlnu- 
man conduct of the jailors towards the incarcerat. 
ed on Ferdinand’s revival of the Inquisition.— 
What shall we say when we hear the case of an 
unhappy chaplain, in the regiment of Lorena, 
whilst in Murcia, who, after a popular commotion 
had restored him to tiberty, took the violent aler- 
native of drowning himself in a well rather than 
return to the inquisition? What shall we say 
when info®ned, that a young officer of the same 
regiment was driven to madness and suicide at 
Valencia? The most complete information, how- 
ever, with which we can supply our readers on 
this head, will be a concensed account of what has 
been communicated to us by a patriotic magrstrate, 
who was shut up during fifteen months in the In- 
quisition at Valencia, and is at this moment in 
London. 

M.G was arrested the 27th of January, 
1819, whilst m bed, at tw» o’clock in the morning 
His papers were sealed up, and all explanation 
was withheld. He was conducted to the Inquisi- 
tion, distant only fifty paces trom his house, by 
endless turnings and windings. When there, he 
was made to halt suddenly betore a little private 
door. The chief of the escort, a Judge of the 
criminal court, gave a mysterious and preconcert- 
ed kind of knock. A jailor presented himself, and 
demanded, with solemnity of utterance, which was 
the judge and which the accused.—This point as- 
certained, he took the two in with him, leaving 
the others outside. The door closed on them, and 
all was. involved in darkness and silence, The 
jailor, groping along, without a syllable of speech, 
conducted his two companions through the intri. 
cate labyrinth of corridors, mow ascending stair. 
cases, now descending. This course of invelutions 
occupied about twenty minutes. Their conductor 
suddenly stopped, and clapping thrice with his 
hands, was answered in like manner from above 
Two folding doors opened with a startling sound, 
and a wide, well-lighted staircase was despiayed 
\o view. This brought themto a hall bung wih 
black velvet, having a table in the centre 
covered with a like sable colour, a silver cru- 
c'fix, and two candles of Green wax, At this ta- 
ble stood two inquisitors habited in full ceremo- 
ny—the square cap, the cross honour, green neck. 
kerchiefs, and green sleeves. One of these per- 
sonages was recognised by Mr G——~ as one of 
the friends of his boyhood, a fellow collegian ; the 
other was a man whom he was in the daily habit 
of seeing, and who had, indeed, discoursed with 
him in the most amicable way, Neither of them, 
however, gave him the least sign of recognition, 
or shewed, either then or in the sequel, the least 
disposition, to soften his state: of suffering. They 
began by grav«iv chantmg forth some verses ot 
the Psalm Exsurge Dei, Sc. and then demanded 
o the criminal ius name and profession. ‘The jai- 
lor was thereupon told to do Ave daty, This coti- 
sisted im conducting Mr. G—— to a dungeon, 
eight feet square, (having a grated skylight with- 
out glass).and in leaving bim there without'a can- 
dle, or even a pitcher of water. After remarning 
thus for three days, he was supplied with a 
wretched mattress,-and a chair. These formed, 
during 15 months, the whole ot bis turnture. His 
sustenance was a dish of rice every twenty four | 
hours, with a half a pound of brown bread, and, 
in the mornings, a cup of dilu‘ed stuff, miss-called 
chocolate; His jailors, seen only at theeve periods, 
always maintained the silenée of statues. The 
light of the day, in this living room, was but of 
five hours’ duration. 

On one occa-ion, the barber who was sent to 
shave the unfortunate prisoner, contrived to slip 
into his hands a letter from his wile, together with 
a pencil and a bit of paper to faciliate a reply.— 
Delighted at this unexpected consolation, M. Ga 
perused and kissed a thuusand times the chermh- 
ed lines. His reply was soon prepared—but alas! 
the Argus-eeyed turnkeys had conceived suspi- 
cions, the result of which was a discovery, and the 
consignment of the poor barber to one of the pri- 
son rooms, where he was kept until 1820. His 
successor in office showed none of the geal ot 
pity. After three months’ incarceration, M. G— 
underwent hi- first regular examimation in the 
same hall, and with the same ceremony.—One of 
he inquisitors, after a short interval made a sort of 
pening oration on the justice and benignity of the 
Holy Office (:hese were wondertuliy borne witness 
io by the livid and haggard countenance of their 
victim) and proceeded to tell him that the tribu 
nal koew already the whole, even to the precise 
day, and hour, when. M- G-— had been present, 
with other accomplices, at @ masonic meeting; 
‘bat it was, consequently, useless to deny it; and 
that the tribunal, m calling on him now for his 
confession, desired merely to find a pretext torex 
tending towards him the indulgence allowed to 
penitents, &e. &e. M.G—, not to be duped by 
this mode of address, protested openly agamst it 
The addition of menaces and insults could not 
shake his firmness ; and he was taken back to his 
confinement. Some months afterwards be was 
again summoned into the same presence, but with 
the like result; and from that period he was no 
longer interrogated, Bcing seized with illness, 
through the various miseries and horrors of hi» 
situation, he several times implored the aid of a 
physician; but. was answered that when his life 
should be in danger, that would be granted him! 
When reduced to the extreme of weakness, and no 
longer able to rise trom his mattress, he request- 
ed the presence of the inquisitors, and besought 
them most touchingly for some nouris!iment of a 
more wholesome kiad, adding that his family 
would remunerate such attention.—- Your family 
has abandoned you, sir,” replied these imposters ; 
“they will listen to no application on the part of a 
reprobate : and, as for the tribunal, it las no funds 
tor the melioration of your treatment !” 

Such a series of infamous usage must inevitably 
have proved fatal to M. G. bad not these dens of 
horror been thrown open by the effect of the 
king’s oath to the constitution on the 9th of March, 
1820. The following day brought the decree to 
Valencia, and the people went en masse to burst 
open the gates of the Inquisition. Hait an hour 
previously, and when the news was already known 
every where, one of the jailors bad the inhaman 
aysurance to tell M. G—-, that he, at least, should 
never escape from his place of lodging !

When it arrived opposite 
tothe place where the king was seated, it stepped, 
and the page getting down opened the door; upon 
which the lady alighted, having in ber hand a pet!- 
tion, which she presented with a curtsey: After 
waiting some time, she avain curtsicd, and re-en- 
tered the carriage; the page then resumed his 
place, the coachman whipped his horses, which 
began to move, and the footman, running after the 
carriage, jumped up behind, 

M. Vanca>on invented a machine capable of imi- 
tating all the natural motions of a duck, In exter- 
nal resembled its prototype: its wings were anato- 
mically exact in every part; and every bone in the 
real duck had its representative in the automaton. 
Not a cavity, @ curvaiure or at apophysis, but Was 
exactly imitated; and every part had its proper 
movements. Besides this, the artificial duck imi- 
tated every natural motion of a real one. It swal- 
lowed its food with avidity, exhibited those quick 
motions of the head and throat, which are peculiar 
to the living animal, and muddied the water which 
it drank with its bill exactly like the natural. duck, 
It was capable of producing the sound of quack- 
ing ; and what was most surprising of all, the food 
was evacuated in a digested state, by means of 
chemical solution. 


PORES OF THE HUMAN BODY, 

By applying a good microscope to the skin of 
the buman body, a multitude of small pores will 
be seen, through which perspiration is continually 
issuing. It is calculated that there are a million of 
these pores in every square inch, and 2,016,0U0,000 
in the whole body of a middle-sized person. The 
naked body, exposed to the rays of a burning sun, 
appears through a microscope to be surrounded 
by acloud of steam. Let any person hold the tip 
of his finger at the distance of the 12th part of an 
inch from a looking-giass, and the surface of the 
glass will soon be dimmed by the matter issuing 
from the finger. 

Many experiments have been made to ascertain 
the quantity of perspirable matter which is emitted 
from the skin. It is stated in the N. E. Encyclope- 
dia, that Mr. Crukshanks put his hand into a glass 
vessel closed at the wrist, and by keeping it there 
an hour, he collected 30 grains of a liquid which 
had issued through the pores of the skin. On re- 
peating the experiment in the evening, he collected 
12 grains. The mean of these is 21 grains. Tak- 
ing 21 grains per hour, and supposing the hand to 
be one sixtieth part of the surface of the body, the 
perspiration in 24 hours would amount to five 
pounds three ounces troy. Sanctorious says, five. 
eighths of all the aliment, (food and drink) re- 
ceived by the mouth, is carried off by perspiration. 
Dodart says, seven-eighths. Others estimate it at 
much less, making it about two pounds per day. 
The quantity of sweat or perspirable matter varies 
according to the climate, season of the year, age, 
sex, state of health, &c. . 

It is by the peculiar smell which the substance 
emitted from the skin gives to each individual, that 
the dog can discover his master, and even trace 
him to a distance. 








The following interesting facts are selected 
from Professor Silliman’s American Journal of 
Arts and Sciences: 

I.inen, muslia, paper, wood, straw, &c. may 
be rendered uninflammable by being dipped in 
a solutiog of phosphate of ammonia or acidulus 
phosphate of lime. Clothes, valuable documents, 
pannels, roofs, awnings, &c. exposed to fire, may 
thus be rendered less liable to destruction. 

An electrical shock may be received from a 
cat, by placing the left hand under the animal’s 
throat, slightly pressing the bones of the shoul 
der, and then gently passing the right hand down 
the back. 

The line of a silk-worm measured 404 yards, 
and weighed, when dry, only 3 grains. A pound 
would reach 535 miles ; and 47 pounds would go 
round the world. 

Fish may be preserved dry and fresh with su- 
gar alone, by applying it inside to the muscular 
part, and hanging the fish two or three days, till 
it has penetrated. A table-spoonful of brown 
sugar will be sufficient for a salmon of 5 or 6 
pounds, and will communicate no taste to it. 

Fine sand has been obs -rved 300 miles from 
the coast of Africa, after having been carried 
that distance by the wind.

able to ascertain the rorrect pronunciation 
of every word, by the book alone, as well 
as the teacher can tell him.

North 
Star, arrived at Curracoa, states that a heavy 
s orm had been experienced at the island of Porto 
Rico on the 18th of September. The hurricane 
had also been severe on the shore at Mayaguez. 
A brig belonging tv Newport had run on shore 
and was dismasted The North Star was from 
St. Domingo, and left all things quiet there. 

Capt Judson, of the schr. Fourth of July, from 
the Bahamas, reports that the gale at the Harbor 
Island lasted 115 hours, and destroyed all the 
crops. At Rock Sound, 63 houses were blown 
down, and ail the crops destroyed, as was the case 
throughout the Bahamas. 

Curracoa papers to the 25th September, contain 
a letter which states that there is much trouble 
and discontent at Panama, It is also stated in a 
Jamaica paper that the insurrections at that place, 
at Trinidad, and at Martinique, were secretly con- 
nived at by the Haytien. Government, in order to 
render them dependent upon the Raytiens; in 
poof of which they state that the massacre of the 
whites was inteaded for the same day in each of 
those places.

We observed several pieces of 
broad-cloth, of different colours, equal, if not supe- 
rior, in firmness and fineness of texture, to any we 
have ever seen from foreign manufactories, and to 
us it appears absolutely astonishing that men pro- 
fessing to be governed by patriotic motives, can, 
for an instant, prefer the products of importation 
to the more elegant, and, at the same time, less 
costly articles manufactured in American looms. 
It is gratifying to perceive the rapid progress 
which the Arts have latterly made among us, 
and we are confident they will speedily arrive at 
perfection, if proper encouragement be afforded 
to those engaged in them. We hope our citizens 
will do all in their power to further the object of 
this excellent institution, the benefits of which 
have already been so sensibly felt. 





We attended on Wednesday to witness the launch 
of the elegant ship Globe, built in a superior and 
substantial manner by Mr. Franklin Eyre, Ship- 
wright of Kensington, for Messrs. Eyre and Mas- 
sey, Merchants, Philadelphia. This noble sneci- 
men of Naval Architecture reflects the highest 
credit both on the owners and the gentleman. un- 
der whose directions it was constructed. The 
tonnage is greater than that of any Merchantman 
which bas for a long time left the port of Philadel- 
phia, and her model, in point of beauty, stands, we 
believe, unrivalled. She is to be commanded by 
Capt. James Hamilton, and is intended as a regu- 
lar packet between this place and Liverpool.

It gives us pleasure, at all times, to record such 
facts as are creditable to cur countrymen, and par-

She says, * Your work 
has reached me but a few days, and J have not 
yet finished reading it; but as I have an opportu 
nity of sending this letter by a person who is go- 
ing to Philadelphia, I cannot delay to offer my ac- 
knowledgments, though they must be insuffi- 
cient, as I have not yet seen the extent of my obe 
ligation. Ihave seen enough, however, to judge 
of the spirit of candour and liberality, and the 
freedom frora national jealousy evinced in your 
work: 1 wish that this spirit, which does somuch 
bonour to the character of each individual, and 
which is the true policy of every nation, were 
more general between America and England, It 
is now becoming fvshionable indeed in London to 
speak well of Americans, and { hope the fashion of 
writing with liberality will follow’m amongst our 
best authors and yours. Washington Irvine bas 
set an excellent example. In others of:your wri- 
ters, and of the panegyrists -oftheir-country, I 


have regretied to observe the talent they individu- | 


ally possess, and the grand facts they hac to pro. 
duce in faver of Amefica, marred and disgraced 
by this sort of national spirit of monopoly. Let 
them raise and glorify their country, and exult in 
ber talents and triumphs in arts and science as 
much as they will; in this they may be sure of the 
concurrence of the wise and the sympathy of the 
good, and the indulgence of all. Even if they ex- 
aggerate a little in favor of their country, it is an 
amiable weakness, for which there should be, and 
ie, a give-and.take charter granted by the common 
custom, more powerful than the common law of 
nations, But the moment any one nation or one 
worid begins to depreciate the other, indulgence 
and sympathy cease; and the jast inference ts, 
that those who attempt to knock down others, 
that they may raise themselves upon the fallen bo- 
dies, are conscious that they are. interior, May 
this invidious and degrading spirit cease on bot! 
sides the Atlantic! Let us all try to raise our- 
selves without Jowering others! May pudlic es- 
teem be the just reward of every writer, who 
sets thie laudable example, aod who preservcs 
temper and candor, even when goaded by illibe 
ral criticiem or tempied by vulgar example !” 





The emigration of the people of colour to the 
republic of Hayti progresses with activity. The 
comforts of civilization have been found as ac- 
cessible to the emigrauts as the most sanguine 
among them could have anticipated, which eir- 
cumstance being made known by one of a res- 
pectable character, who went out in the first 
vessel, has had its proper influence on the minds 
of such as remained, and whe were lukewarm or 
hut illy disposed to favour the plans of .colo- 
nization. -The Haytien Secretary of State, M. 
Inginac, has dispatched a particular account to 
this country, of the arrival at her place of desti- 
nation, of the brig Charlotte Cordoy, which ves- 
sel sailed from this port sbout six weeks since.— 
The promises held out te the emigrants had been 
implicity fulfilled, andthe most encouraging tok- 
ens of regard gratuitously shown towards them 
by the inhabitants of Port-au-Prince. On enter- 
ing the harbour, they were welcomed by the of- 
ficers of a Haytien government vessel; and soon 
after visited by some of the principal officers of 
State themselves. A deputation of the Philan- 
thropic Society of the place was sent to welcome 
and conduct them to their institution. They 
were cordially received into the families of the 
first men, and many of them were to remain with 
the Secretary of State—of War-and of the 
Treasury, till they had selected residences for 
themselves. All seemed anxious and happy to 
entertain them. President Boye? invited them 
to the government house ; and expressed much 
satisfaction on their safe arrival and genteel and 
becoming appearance. After he had ascertained 
their different wishes and intentions, he promis- 
ed to locate them on some of the government 
lands in the vicinity of the city, said to be among 
the best in the Island. At the last .ccounts most 
of them had gone to the country to select theu 
farms, and make arrangements for the removal of 
their families. The disposition: of the coloured 
people in this city, and every part of the coun. 
try, where the subject has been fully made 
known, has sensibly altered within a short time, 
in favour of emigration ; there is now as much 





unxiety to get passages in the vessels hound out, 


‘asthere was, a few weeks back, regret that any 
could be induced to leave the comforts they en- 
joyed in this country to change for an uncertain- 
| ty, which at best promised so few advantages.— 
; It is calculated that between three and four thou- 
sand persons are preparing to leave the United 
States—these will find the same favourable re- 
ception that was given to their more adventurous 
friends. Female Societies are forming in Hayti, 
of the most respectable class of citizens, with the 
view to furnish clothing to those in indigent cir- 
cumstances who have a desire to settle among 
them. Should the tide of emigration continue 
to roll on, the result will be productive of vast 
advantages to those whose happy lot it was to be 
borne along by it. In a little time the English 
language will be cultivated throughout the Island, 
and the new settlement will have the satisfaction 
of giving another feature to the face of the coun- 
try, which we have no doubt will be to the be- 
nefit of all parties
